ASSUMPTIONS:

1. Thelegidativeintern program is open to sudents attending a unit of the Montana University System, a
state-funded 2-year postsecondary ingtitution, a private college of higher education within Montana, or a
tribally controlled community collegein the state. Each inditution may have & least one intern.
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2. Thelegidative council will pay adaily dlowance of $50 to no more than one legidative intern from each
postsecondary ingtitution. For the purposes of this note, there would be ten legidative interns.

3. A legidativeintern serves for the duration of aregular legidative sesson. The daily dlowance is payable
seven days per week but must stop when the legidature recesses for more than three days and resume
when the legidature reconvenes. The daily allowance would be payable 110 days.

4. Thelegidation would apply to the legidaive intern program beginning with the 2003 regular legidative
sesson.

5. Appropriation would be an annua appropriation within Program 21, Legidative Committees and
Activities, in HB 2.
